r. Owen MoCue, whose name I8 hereafter a
‘part of our loeal history, was born in the aounty
of Armagh, Ireland—a county celebrated for
the longevity and powers of endurance of its
inhabitants, At an age whem ordinary mon
bave either depnried this life, or retire from
worldly pursnits, he emigrated from his native
soil and landed at the port of Philadelphia, He
was then no legs than eighty years of age, His
occupation in the mother country was thot of a
grazier and dealer in catile, Just =nch a chinrac-
ter as Bir Walter Seott describes in his novel of
“The Two Drovers,' in his "Tales of My Land-
Tord,” with all the shrewd, “‘canny.” business.
like manner of tha! class of people, His ln.
tegrity aud truthfulness were asmong bis most

rominent characteristion, and among the trude

e stood the first in tateldeencs in his peculiar
voestion, His wosd was his bond.

At the time of hi¢ wrrival in this eity the prin-
clpal catile market was locnted in West Phila-
delphin, on the old *‘Lancaster pike," and he
immedintely settled in that section of the city.
Pursuing his business a8 a drover, he travellod
as fur Bouth as New Orleans, dealing in Georzia
and other Southern Stgtes, and driving his cat-
tle an far as Pluladslphia, and even New Yorik,
for n market, Of course, he soon sequired a
competeney, althongh he wat o man ol some
capital when he renched our oity,

He dicd on Monday evening ol last weel, nt
the advanced nge of one hundred and ten years,
of no Mness whatever, but pure ph yaionl ex-
baustion from old sge, He had only been com.
#!uhling of debility for a few days, and the

hurn.day befora his death paid hie last visic 19
the Cattye Market, His last busloess transanton
occurred only thirteen days before, and he wis
actively engagaed up to that time, Withn
the Iast three months he walked to the **Blae
Bell" at Darby, some seven miles irom his plucs
of residence, and back, without experienciog
anythine like mt]%ur-. He aplways profoveed
locomotion, Mr, MoCue was five fegl dve in

height, broad-chezted, broad-shoulderad, with

e physical streneth of A giant,

Mr. MeCue retained the use of bis fncnlties to
fhe last moment of his existouce, only entering
his bed o terminate hisexistence.
